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SUEMTISTS WHO REJECT EVOLUTION

I will notice some recent writings 
by zoologists who reject the evolution 
theory. I have already mentioned 
that I have written a reply to_Dr. 
Morley Davies’ book. This reply is 
entitled, ‘More Difficulties of the Evo- 
lution Theory,” and. was published in 
1938. In it I have dealt with all the 
cases of. evolution cited by Davies. 
These are all of change within the 
family—there is no evidence showing 
that one family has been changed 
into another family, and a fortiori 
any greater change, such as the origin 
of a new order. Most of the changes 
within the family, cited by Davies, 
occur in groups of animals that were 
dying out, and seem to have been ab- 
normalties that arose in these animals 
in the course of their efforts to cope 
with conditions that became increas- 
ingly unfavorable. 

I have also set forth a number of 
further difficulties of the evolution 
theory. I may here mention that, in 
1944, a second edition of my little book, 
“A Challenge to Evolutionists,” ap- 
peared. This contains my part of a 
debate with Mr. Joseph McCabe. Al- 
though a verbatim report was made 
by a reporter nominated by Mr. 
McCabe, he refused to allow his part 

of the debate to be published, on the 
Q@eoune that he had been badly re- 

ported! The debate took place eight 
years ago, so there has been time to 
reply to the points I made, but no 
reply has been made. These points 
were: evolution has not been verified 
by experiment, it postulates impossi- 
ble transformations, the fossils are 
against the theory, as is the fact that 
no nascent organ is known in any 
animal. 

In the year 1937, the fifth volume of 
the “Encyclopedie Francaise” appear- 
ed. It deals with biology, and the ar- 
ticles it contains are written by first- 


@ class biologists. The editor is the 
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geologist, Paul Lemoine, director of 
the National Museum of Natural His- 
tory. In his introduction to the vol- 
ume he writes: 

“At the present time, every natural- 
ist and every biologist describes him- 
self as a convinced evolutionist, and 
considerable efforts have been made 
of late years in all countries to bring 
to light the various factors of: evolu- 
tion; prolonged and costly experi- 
ments have been made to this end 

and the best qualified of the 
savants who have conducted them 
have stated their points of view in 
this volume . . . but I, as a geolo- 
gist, placed above the battle and seeing 
things with the backing of geological 
time, which is immense, have not 
completed this reading without cer- 
tain deception. I will indicate 
it in a word and return to it at the 
end of this volume. There you will 
see how, in my opinion, this volume 
of the Encyclopedia, which, it seemed 
to me, should have assured the tri- 
umph of the theories of evolutionists, 
seem to me, on the contrary, to sound 
their death knell.” 

Lemoine concludes this volume with 
an essay called “What is the Value of 
the Theories of Evolution?” Here is 
his verdict: 

“This exposition shows that the 
theory of evolution is impossible. In 
reality, despite appearances, no one 
any longer believes it, and one speaks, 
without attaching any importance to 
it, of evolution to signify linkage—or 
more evolved, less evolved, in the sense 
of more perfected or less perfected, be- 
cause it is the conventional language, 
admitted and almost obligatory in the 
scientific world. Evolution is a kind 
of dogma in which the priests no 
longer believe, but which they main- 
tain for their people.” 

Lemoine, of course, is speaking of 
France, where Darwin never exercised 
the influence he did in England, the 
U. S. A., and Germany. The present 
disbelief of evolution in France is 
largely the result of the work of that 
great zoologist, Louis Vialleton, who 
died in 1929. Vialleton’s “L’Origine 
des Etres vivants. L’Illusion trans- 
formiste,” which appeared just before 
his death and went through nineteen 
editions in two years, is now being 
translated into English, and I hope 
it will be published next year. 


In 1938, a follower of Vialleton, J. 
Lefevre, director of the Laboratory of 
Biogenetics, in Paris, brought out his 
“Manuel Critique de Biologie,” in 
which he criticizes evolution as se- 
verely as Lemoine does. He writes: 

“A gradual transformation of a 
steam engine into an electric motor 
is inconceivable; even more incon- 
ceivable is the transformation of a 
swallow into a bat. Placed between 
the two equilibria of bird and bat, 
having lost the first and not yet ac- 
quired the second, the intermediate 
creature would be imaginary” (p. 37). 
Again, “A species is not and can never 
have something fluctuating and in- 
determinate, not belonging to any 
family, to any order, to any class, to 
any phylum, but capable of perfecting 
itself to attain these attributes by 
evolving into all the actual and future 
living forms.” 

The Belgian zoologist, Maurice 
Thomas, is as strongly opposed to the 
theory of evolution as are Lemoine 
and Lefevre. I have not been able to 
procure a copy of his book, “Le Trans- 
formism contre la Science,” but I have 
read a paper of his, “Paleontolgie des 
Arachneides” (spiders, scorpions, and 
the like), which appeared in the Re- 
vue des Questions Scientifiques (1940, 
p. 33), in which he pulls to pieces the 
notion that all the members of this 
group are derived from a common an- 
cestor. This class of animals has 
undergone no evolution since its 
earliest fossils occur. 

T. H. Savory, who is an evolutionist, 
writes (“The Arachnida,” 1935, p. 
156): “The study of fossil Arachnida 
leads to the conclusion that the hy- 
potheses of an evolution taking place 
by slow, successive degrees, is simply 
not in accordance with the facts.” 

Maurice Thomas writes caustically 
of the pedigrees drawn up by evolu- 
tionists, remarking that, when one is 
a transformist, one has to find an 
ancestor for every animal, even if it 
be a beast of the Apocalypse! “The 
whole animal world,” he writes, “rises 
up against the transformist concept.” 

Dr. R. McNair Wilson, in his book, 
“The Witness of Science” (1942), at- 
tacks evolution from the angle of a 
medical man. The book is written in 
the form of letters to his children. 
“The doctrine of evolution,” he writes, 
“assumes the spontaneous generation 
of both types and traits.” But all 
recent advances in preventive medi- 
cine are based on the assumption 
that “types in all circumstances breed

Archaeology and the Bible 


The Sunday School Times gives us 
the following interesting archaeologi- 
cal comment: “Archaeological discov- 
eries during the late Nineteenth Cen- 
tury gave evidence of a people referred 
to in the Egyptian archaeological 
monuments as ‘Kheta’ and in the As- 
syrian inscription as ‘Kha-at-tu.’ In 
1876, the English scholar, A. H. Sayce, 
realized that these people were the 
same as the Hittites of the Bible. Some 
scholars were still skeptical of the 
greatness of the Hittite empire, but, 
in 1906, the German scholar, Hugo 
Winckler, went to Asia Minor and ex- 
plored the site of Boghaz-Koi (located 
about one hundred miles east of An- 
kara, the present-day capital of Tur- 
key), which proved to be the capital 
of the great Hittite empire. Winckler 
found many clay tablets written by 
the Hittites, including a treaty be- 
tween the Hittite king named Hattusil 
and the Egyptian king, Ramses II 
(1292-1225 B.C.). 

“After the discoveries of Winckler, 
no one could say any longer that the 
Hittites were either mythical or in- 
significant.”

Forgotten Doctrine

In visiting organized churches,: one 
will often hear the members talking to 
a great length about the good old days, 
when the power of God fell and when 
everyone was so zealous for God. Many 
ministers just take this condition for 
granted, because they think it pre- 
vails in every church. However, I think 
it would do us good to seriously con- 
sider the cause of such a decline in 
spiritual fervor. 

We still rejoice and shout, and feel 
the presence of the Lord in the serv- 
ices, but there is something lacking. 
The preaching is still good but in 
many cases there is something lacking 
there, too. Upon a thorough investi- 
gation, we may find that the main 
reason is because the preacher has 
forgotten to preach about the second 
coming of the Lord. If ever he does 
’ preach on it, or refer to it, it is only 
in a half-hearted manner, that is 
nothing more nor less than proof that 
he doubts this great doctrine. 


We would be greatly benefited if we 
would take time to study where the 
other great soul-saving movements 
failed God. A decline in the preaching 
of the second coming of the Lord was 
undoubtedly one of their failings. This 
ought to bring us to our knees until 
the expectancy for the return of 
Christ is a real, living thing in our 
hearts. There was a time when the 
great revivalists of our grandfathers’ 
day preached the second coming of 

hrist with an anointing fire that out- 
hines many full gospel preachers of 
the present generation. Their succes- 
sors do not mention the second coming 
of the Lord and they don’t have any 
revivals either. 

You often hear people say, “I used to 
be so concerned about the coming of 
the Lord—we used to talk about the 
rapture, and tarry on our knees before 
God, pleading that we might be ready 
for His glorious appearing. The 
preachers used to preach more on it 
than they do now.” 

I fear that many ministers are mak- 
ing the same mistake that the reviv- 

alists of the past generation made. 
' They gradually left off preaching on 
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the second coming, because their time 
was too taken up with church affairs, 
building programs, etc. Their interest 
in this sort of thing became so great 
that they no longer were interested in 
keeping their people earnestly and 
faithfully watching for the Lord’s re- 
turn. The result is that what were 
once mighty, soul-rescuing organiza- 
tions are nothing more than dead for- 
mal congregations, with no vision for 
souls. 

I have heard the old worn-out 
theory, voiced by full-gospel ministers 
who do not see the decline of doctrinal 
preaching. They say, “But we know 
what the baptism with the Holy Ghost 
means, and we have greater light and 
power than our predecessors.” The in- 
ference is, of course, that we are im- 
mune to faults because of the Pente- 
costal blessing. The cold facts, how- 
ever, are against us. The members of 
more than one full-gospel congrega- 
tion have gone a long time since they 
heard a real Spirit-filled message: on 
the coming of the Lord. Once in a 
great while you will hear someone 
preach an anointed message on this 
theme, but generally speaking, it is 
shamefully left out. We should all take 
this to heart, because the only reason 
this doctrine is not preached is be- 
cause our belief in it is misty and un- 
real. The devil has rocked many to 
sleep, by reminding them, “You can’t 
preach on the coming of the Lord 
every time.” It is true that you cannot 
devote each sermon entirely to this 
doctrine, but we may as well be honest 
about it; if the expectancy of Christ’s 
coming is real to us, we will be bound 
to preach it. If you believe that Christ 
may come before your message is 
over, you will certainly mention it. 

We can never renew our vision and 
expectancy of Christ’s soon return by 
a mere study of the doctrine; it takes 
prayer and consecration. One of the 
greatest incentives to deep spirituality 
is a living faith in the second coming 
of the Son of God. There are many 
preachers who wonder why their con- 
gregations never tarry long at the al- 
tars, nor attend the prayer meetings. 
It is likely because they don’t expect 
the Lord to come in their lifetime, 


therefore they are not perturbed about 
their spiritual condition. On the other 
hand, a congregation that is con- 
stantly reminded that the Lord may 
come at any time will likely be found 
to be a praying congregation. They 
pray because prayer is communion 
with God, and they want to talk to 
Him, so they will be able to truthfully 
say, “Even so come, Lord Jesus.” The 
congregation that expects the Lord to 
come soon will be a working congre- 
gation. I am not referring to finan- 
cial and building programs, but to the 
spiritual side of the work. If the 
preacher believes that the Lord may 
come before the next Sunday, he will 
have an insatiable passion for the 
souls of men; his congregation will 
catch the fire of his enthusiasm, and 
they, too, will be carrying the burden 
for souls. If your congregation is not 
concerned about evangelism, you are 
not likely to see very many souls saved. 


The rapture of the Church was the 
hope of the Christians in the time of 
the apostles. It took second place only 
to the doctrine of regeneration. It was 
considered an incentive to prayerful, 
spiritual living. Read verses eleven 
through fifteen of Paul’s Epistle to Ti- 
tus. He said that the grace of God that 
brought salvation had appeared to all 
men, and that it taught them to deny 
ungodliness and worldly lust, and live 
soberly, righteously, and godly in this 
present world. And why were they to 
live this way? Because they were look- 
ing for “that blessed hope, and glori- 
ous appearing of the Lord from heav- 
en.” Along with the soberness, right- 
eousness, and godliness mentioned, 
Paul also mentions that earnest 
LOOKING for the blessed hope. He 
then counselled Titus to speak these 
things with all authority. His reason 
for this was to inspire Titus to preach 
the doctrines that would do the most 
to keep the Church on fire. We may 
teach Christian ethics all we please, 
but let us remember to be looking— 
looking—looking for the coming of the 
King. It will keep us all closer to God. 
Peter said, “Seeing that all these 
things shall be dissolved, what man- 
ner of persons ought ye to be in all 
holy conversation and godliness?” This 
passage needs no comment. 

It is a mistake to think that the 
spiritual life of our congregations can 
be kept high by preaching on the com- 
ing of the Lord all the time. We must 
preach the other great doctrines of 
the Word, too, but we must be 
earnestly watching and waiting for

well to be angry?” Jonah 4:4. 

What was the cause of Jonah’s an- 

ger? A misunderstanding of the good- 
ness of God. Men are ever misunder- 
standing God. The goodness of God 
is foreign to human thought, and man 
needs to have a new nature and be 
filled with the grace of God before he 
can have an understanding of the 
infinite grace of an infinitely gracious 
God. 
The apostle Paul’s longing was that 
he might “know him.” Intimacy with 
Him would mean fullness of revela- 
tion. God had revealed many things to 
him; and his longing, his burden, his 
prayer was that the saints might be 
filled with “the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of him,” 
Eph. 1:17. “In the knowledge of him,” 
not in the knowledge of certain doc- 
trines concerning Him. 

Paul prayed for the saints, that they 
might know Him, that the eyes of 
their understanding might be enlight- 
ened, that they might know something 
about His ways, His heart love, His 
infinite goodness, His plans and pur- 
poses, and the riches of the inheri- 
tance which He would have in His 
saints. There are infinite purposes of 
love that the natural man does not 
understand. And so Paul prayed that 
through the Spirit the eyes of the 
saints might be opened to see won- 
drous things, things hidden from the 
wise and the prudent, which He would 
reveal to His babes. 


The Lord delights to teach His spir- 
itual babes precept upon precept, line 
upon line, here a little and there a 
little, and be their Joshua leading 
them into the land of rest, to the place 
of refreshing, into the kingdom of 
peace and plenty. 


So the Lord asked Jonah, “Doest 
thou well to be angry?” Angry when 
the grace of God was being manifest- 
ed? when Nineveh was repenting? 
when the wrath of God was averted? 
The repentance at Nineveh and the 
mercy He would show them was in 
the forethought of God; it was in His 
purpose and plan; but Jonah rebelled 
against the plan of God and tried to 
run away from the ministry that

would bring blessing and mercy and 
grace to the vast population of Nine- 
veh that was in the clutch of the evil 
one, doomed to destruction. 


Today God has purposes of grace, 
and these purposes have been revealed 
to us through the Son of God. At Cal- 
vary, the judgment due Nineveh, and 
due all the Ninevehs of earth, and 
judgment due this world and all its 
inhabitants, fell on the spotless Son of 
God, who died, the just for the unjust, 
that He might bring men unto God. 
He dies there on the cross, bearing 
the iniquity of us all; but He rose 
again to send out His ministers on er- 
rands of mercy, with a proclamation 
of peace to the whole world. He said, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature’”—the gos- 
pel of mercy, grace, and love to every 
creature. 


But men today are filled with an- 
ger, wrath, and hatred. And the Lord’s 
question still awaits an answer, “Doest 
thou well to be angry?” Man says, 
“Yes, I do; these are my enemies.” 
But remember, the Man who died for 
you and for them bade.you love your 
enemies. You say, “But they treat us 
despitefully and act so wickedly.” 
“Pray for them,” is His Word to you. 
Matt. 5:44, He has not changed His at- 
titude. His word is still, “Go ye into 
the world, and make disciples of all 
nations.” You say, “Yes, but they are 
so undeserving.” He died for the unde- 
serving, the ungodly, and He would 
commission His Jonahs who have mis- 
understood him, He would open their 
eyes and make clear to their under- 
standing His purposes of grace to the 
Ninevehs, to the Samaritans, to the 
Antiochs, to the Philippis. The apostle 
Paul, filled with love, said he would 
preach the gospel in Rome, also—the 
headquarters of the evil one in that 
day. The word is clear, “Go... and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” 
Mark 16:15. 


Saul of Tarsus was filled with anger, 
breathing out threatenings—the Jonah 
spirit was there. But on.the road to 
Damascus, filled with the wrath and 
malice of the powers of darkness, he 
met the One who died for every man. 
He cried, “Who art Thou, Lord?” And 
the Lord said, “I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest,” Acts 9:5. It is still true, 
“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me,” Matt. 25:40. 


The Master said in substance, “You 
are persecuting Me; you are angry 
against Me. But, Saul, I love you. It is 
hard for you to kick against the pricks. 
Those pricks will destroy you if you 
go on kicking against them. But now 
you will be blind for a season. The 
blindness of your outer eyes is just a 
picture of the condition of your inner 
eyes. You are angry. You misunder- 
stand. But in My mercy and in My 
grace I will make you to understand.” 


And the angry one became the bro- 
ken one, the mourning one. Then the 
Lord spoke to one of His disciples and 
sent him to the mourning one, and he 
prayed for him that his eyes might 
be opened. There was more than the 
opening of the outer eyes; there was 
the opening of the inner eyes, and 
there came-such a revelation of Cal- 
vary that in after-years the trans- 
formed Saul of Tarsus could say, “God 
forbid that I should glory, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world,” Gal. 6:14. He 
went forth to proclaim the power of 
that cross, and the power of the Lamb 
who had borne away his sins at Cal- 
vary, and who changed him from a 
man of anger to a man of love. 


That same lovely One will reveal 
Himself to you. He will take away all 
those wrong emotions, all that hatre 
all that anger, all that perder ee iss 
ing, and make you an apostle of love 
with a burden, the burden of the 
Lord, to take the gospel to every crea- 
ture, the full gospel of love—‘Repent, 
believe, and be baptized and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
the promise, the promise of God’s 
highest, His best, His most wondrous 
gift, is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call.” 


Ask God for the Spirit of wisdom 
and revelation, that the eyes of your 
heart may be opened so that you may 
know His calling for you, the riches 
of His inheritance. 
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e Thy Speech Bewrayeth Thee 


“And after a while came unto him 
they that stood by, and said unto 
Peter, Surely thou also art one of 
them; for thy speech betrayeth thee,” 
Matt: 26:73. 

In various sections of the United 
States there are variations of pronun- 
ciations so much that it is generally 
quite easy to tell from what section 
of the country a person originated by 
how he or shé may apply their gram- 
mar to words used in carrying on a 
conversation. Even so it was not pos- 
sible for Peter to hide his “brogue,” 
or the. “lisps” or “slips” of speech. He 
was identified as to who he was by 
the indication of his speech. 

DANGER 

Life was best with many dangers, 
therefore God gave diversified warn- 
ings at times and places along life’s 
highway. To Adam ‘He said, “Of the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil, 
thou shalt not eat of it; for in the day 
that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die,” Gen. 2:7. To Cain He said, 
“If thou doest not well, sin lieth at 
the door,” Gen. 4:6. To Ahab He said, 
“Thou art he that troubleth Israel.” 
To Balaam God gave warning through 
a dumb ass, forbidding the madness of 
the prophet. Gen. 22:30. To David God 
said through Nathan the prophet, 
“Thou art the man,” 2 Sam. 12:7. God 
even tried to save Judas from the sor- 
rows of betrayal of Christ. Unto Peter 
He gave warning through the cock 
crowing. Unto all of mankind God has 
given warning through the preaching 
of the cross of Christ. God has tried 
to blockade the road to hell with the 

. cross of Jesus Christ. If we heed His 

Qrarnines we are safe, if not-we pay 
the penalties for not doing so. The dif- 
ficulties that lie ahead of us are often- 
times brought to our attention in some 
way by the Lord, which we may 
chance to ignore. The same is true of 
travelers along our heavily congest- 
ed highways. The curve and tunnel 
warnings are ignored and often injury 
or even death may result. 

PREACH THE WORD 

God warned of the perilous times 
that would come in the last days; the 
“Spirit speaketh expressly.” The Spirit 
expressed the fact “that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the 
faith,” adding, “This know also, that 
in the last days perilous times shall 
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By E. C. Clark 
come. For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves ... having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof 
... ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth. 
For the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching 
ears; And they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables.” (Chapter four 
of 1 Timothy and chapters three and 
four of 2 Timothy.) 

As a preventative from apostasy, 
the great apostle Paul commanded 
Timothy to “preach the word.” The 
“word” embraces the whole inspired 
record of the truth of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. It includes the preaching 
of the new birth, justification, regen- 
eration, sanctification, the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, divine healing; not 
only to preach these things but to 
faithfully practice them. We cannot 
truthfully and faithfully preach the 
“word” unto others as a means of 
benefit if we do not first apply what 
we preach to our own lives. The hus- 
band that laboreth must first be par- 
taker of the fruits. He must be par- 
taker of the first benefits. 

WHAT MADE US GREAT 

What made the Church of God a 
flame of fire? What made it a great 
missionary and evangelical body of 
believers? It was those cardinal truths 
that were so faithfully proclaimed 
everywhere. We can continue that 
greatness only as we exalt the great 
High Priest of the Church. Our speech 
“betrayeth us” when we soft-pedal the 
truth. We were not called to run 
“speak-easies.” We have the truth to 
preach, whether it is considered popu- 
lar or not. We were not called to find 
an easy way for the world to be saved. 
It was not easy for Christ.to die; it 
was a way of supreme sacrifice. Even 
so God expects us to sacrifice to Him 
our lives in true devotion. 

TAKING FOR GRANTED _ 

Many of our ministers are taking 


for granted that there is no need to 
continue to preach and repreach ser- 
mons on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. They take for granted that ev- 
erybody knows about it and that there 
is no need to rehearse this prime truth. 
When we loose anchor from this great 
truth, and forget to preach this all- 
important doctrine and experience, we 
set sail on the road to apostasy and will 
by-and-by, probably ere you are aware, 
arrive at the station of “lukewarm- 
ness” and indifference, and finally at 
a place called in the English tongue 
“coldness” and as a result “barren- 
ness.” I fear some preachers have ar- 
rived there already. Some churches 
have already reaped the fruit of this 
kind of a ministry. Look about you 
and see what has happened. Is your 
ministry still successful? Does Acts 
2:4 and kindred scriptures still ring 
with the velvet of joy when you preach 
on them? Or just how long since you 
preached on this text, or one of its 
contexts? Are you one of those fellows 
who thinks that as this doctrine has 


“been established in the Church there 


is no need to do more than refer to 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost and the 
experience of it occasionally? 
A SURPRISE 

It has been a surprise to me, how 
seldom our ministers write on this 
great subject. I have not received pos- 
sibly more than three or four written 
messages on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost during the last three years, un- 
less I wrote and asked for them. I 
have written scores and scores of our 
ministers again and again asking them 
to write on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. It has been months since I re- 
ceived a message on this subject. If 
we are to take this as an indicator, 
we are not far from a dangerous event 
of some Kind. If you do preach this 
within your church, why is it that you 
write on everything else and never 
mention this subject in your writings 
to the Evangel? 

REVIVALS OF TODAY 

If they are to be Pentecostal, we will 
have to ask for the latter rain, preach 
on the outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
as at Pentecost, and write on this sub- 
ject, also, to retain our position: under 
the sun. God grant unto us that our 
speech may not betray us, or reveal

In these modern times, infidels have 
confined their efforts to finding fault 
with the Bible and those who are 
Christ’s followers.

Paul declares in 2 Tim. 1:12, “For 
I know whom I have believed, and am 
persuaded to believe that he is able 
to keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.” This is 
where we need to be, then God will 
bless us, as He did the prophets of 
old. We need men who are able to 
give up all for Him, and go where He 
leads. Like the song, “Where He 
leads me I will follow.” We can de- 
pend on God for His help, for He 
wants us to call upon Him in the day 
of trouble. Jer. 33:3 says, “Call unto 
me, and I will answer thee, and show 
thee great and mighty things, which 
thou knowest not.”

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@ JUSTIFICATION

“How then can man be justified 
with God?” Job 25:4. 


What is justification? It appears 
that this is a question that needs to 
be answered. There are so many 
words used in connection with our 
salvation that a lot of us don’t know 
what they all mean. Today the words 
“salvation,” “sanctification,” “regen- 
ration,” “born again,” “converted,” 
“redeemed,” and “justification” are 


all applied, sometimes, to the same. 


thing; but do they mean the same 
thing? Let’s examine the original 
Greek words for some of these. 

The word “salvation” comes from 
the Greek word, “so-tay-ree-ah” and 
the definition is rescue or safety. 
“Redeem” comes from the Greek, 
“ex-ag-or-ad-zo,” to rescue from loss. 
“Sanctification,” from the Greek, 
“hog-ee-ad-zo,” to make holy. These 
three are so similar it would be hard 
to define a difference. It would be an 
impossibility to be born again into,the 
royal family of God and have the 
royal blood flowing in our veins with- 
out being rescued in safety, and made 
holy. But, we haven’t mentioned 
justification. I am persuaded you 
could not be rescued in safety or made 
holy without first being justified. 
What’s the difference? Let’s see. 

The Greek word here is different, 
“dik-ah-yo-sis,” acquittal for Christ’s 
sake. To quit doing a thing for Christ’s 
sake does not rescue you into safety 
or make you holy. Job was asked, 
“How can man be justified?” (Text), 

d he answered, “All the while my 

reath is in me, and the spirit of God 
in my nostrils; my lips shall not speak 
wickedness nor my tongue utter de- 
ceit,” Job 27:3, 4. 

Under the law, men were justified 
by offering the blood of animals, but 
this blood could not take away sins. 
Heb. 10:4. “For it is not possible that 
the blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins.” God had no pleasure 
in the offerings. Heb. 10:6, “In burnt 
offerings and sacrifices for sin thou 
hast had no pleasure.” When a man 
stopped sinning for Christ’s sake, he 
offered the sacrifice to God. God was 
pleased with the acquittal (justifica- 
tion) and not the offering. Now the 
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just live by faith, not in a dead 
animal, but faith in the Son of God, 
and through faith in His blood we are 
sanctified or made holy. When Jesus 
sent the twelve disciples out to preach 
the gospel, heal the sick, cast out 
devils, and raise the dead, He did not 
send out sinner men. They were justi- 
fied. Peter said, “We have forsaken 
all, and followed thee,” Matt. 19:27. 
Christ said,“They are not of the world 
even as I am not of the world,” John 
17:16. They were justified by faith in 
Christ. As He called them, théy left 
their nets and followed Him. Christ 
knew that Peter would forsake Him 
when the test got hard, because he had 
faith in Christ and not in the blood 
which had not yet been spilled. There- 
fore, he told Peter, in Luke 22:32, 


“When thou art converted strengthen 
thy brethren.” The word “converted” 
here comes from the Greek word “ep- 
ee-strefo,” to revert again. He had 
been justified one time or this word 
would not be properly used. But, ac- 
cording to John 17:17, they were not 
sanctified> “Sanctify them through 
thy truth; thy word is truth.” Christ 
was the Word and they must be sancti- 
fied by His blood, Heb. 13:12, “Where- 
fore Jesus also that he might sanctify 
the people with his own blood suf- 
fered without the gate.” Therefore, 
“by one offering he hath perfected 
forever them that are sanctified.” 
Heb. 10:14. 

It is one thing to be justified and 
another to be sanctified, and it takes 
both to compose our salvation, In one 
place the Bible places the word 
“sanctified” in front of “justified.” 
That does not signify it took place 
first. If I say I ate ham and eggs for 
breakfast, I don’t mean I ate ham 
first. It took both to make the break- 
fast. It takes justification and sancti- 
fication to make our salvation.

true, and there is no such thing as 
the spontaneous generation of a type, 
whether directly or by the mutation 
of some other type.” He writes well 
about instincts. He reminds his chil- 
dren how the mother rabbit they kept 
made her nest for her prospective off- 
spring and lined it with fur plucked 
from her own body. “It is simply. 
childish to suggest that this exhibi- 
tion of instinctive knowledge was the 
product of some neuromuscular or 
chemical change in the rabbit’s body. 
. . . It seems to me that we must 
look to Intelligence, acting outside of 
the creature, for the explanation of 
instinct (p. 22). 

In recent years, a number of articles 
attacking the evolution theory have 
occurred in The XIX Century and 
After, one of the leading English 
monthlies; eg., “Julian Huxley and 
the Religion of Progress,” by the edi- 
tor (March, 1943); “Darwinism,” and 
“Joseph Needham and the ‘Regnum 
Dei,’” by L. M. Davies; “Science and 
the B.B.C.,” “Obsessions of Biologists,” 
and “More Obsessions of Biologists,” 
by Davies and myself; and “Animal 
Colouration: Facts and Fancies,” and 
“The Man from Monkey Myth,” by 
myself (all since March, 1943). In the 
last of these papers I have shown that 
none of man’s ancestors can have 
possessed (1) a hairy coat to which

that we are slipping from the moorings 
of the old ship of Zion when she was 
anchored at the mooring post of Acts 
2:4 where and when such exuberance 
of joy, power, and devotion inspired 
such men as Peter to exclaim, “This 
is that,” Joel 2:28; or Paul to inquire, 
“Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed?” Acts 19:2; or again, 
Peter to say, “The promise is unto you, 
and to your children, ... and even as 
many as the Lord our God shall call,” 
Acts 2:39; or to arise unto the de- 
fense of this great truth and experi- 
ence to say, “Forasmuch then as God 
gave them the like gift as he did unto 
us, who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was I, that I could with- 
y xe God?” Acts 11:17. 

The absence of preaching on the 
experience of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, or even the failure to write 
on this subject; to choose something 
less important, may be the evidence 
that our speech is by that act betray- 
ing us. I am not saying you are not 
standing upon these Pentecostal 
truths with both feet; I am only 
pointing out the danger of not doing 
it. As for me, I am not willing that the 
Church of God shall fail as a result 
of my ministry, or my writings. The 
least I can do is to stand for the whole 
truth of the gospel. Woe is me, if I 
preach not the gospel. Yes, and woe 
is you, if you preach not the gospel. I 
would have hated to be along with 
Christ at Gethsemane and had Him 
ask me, “Could you not watch with 
me one hour?” I would hate to fail 
Him now. He has been a great friend 
to me. He has been a great Savior, a 
great Healer, a great Deliverer. What 
about your speech? Have you been 
stammering about the truth of Acts 
2:4, or have you plainly preached the 
whole truth of this great anchor of 
power? 

he discovery of atomic energy is 
bably the zenith of chemical sci- 
ence. The invention of the B-29 may 
have been the most outstanding in- 
vention of mechanics. The fact re- 
mains, however, that mere words of 
preaching, church joining, or card 
signing have never outstripped nor ex- 
celled the individual experience of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. There have 
been no new standards set or new 
discoveries made here. There are no 
dignitaries, no exegetes of prophecy, 
no champions of new light, who can 
excel the essence of the experience of 
cts 2:4. The outpouring of the Holy 
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Ghost will cause a church to rise and 
shine, when long-drawn-out, dead, 
dry sermons will send a powerful 
church to the cold slab of the morgue 
and cause Deacon Jones to write 
“Ichabod” over the door and wipe his 
weeping eyes with remorse because he 
knows his pastor has failed to declare 
the whole counsel of God. God be with 
you till we meet again at Acts 2:4. 


SCIENTISTS WHO REJECT

the young could cling, thus allowing 
the mother full use of all four limbs 
for locomotion, (2) quadruped gait, 
(3) an opposable great toe. 

Several papers criticized evolution 
have lately appeared in the Transac- 
tions of the Victoria Institute, includ- 
ing, “What the Animal Fossils Tell 
Us” (1942); and, “Current Theories 
of the Origin of the Living World” 
(1945), by myself; and two outstand- 
ing papers (Gunning prize essays) on, 
“Evolution and Entropy,” by R. E. D. 
Clark (1944), and E. H. Betts (1945). 

Clark points out that the concept 
of evolution is diametrically opposed 
to that of entropy, which governs all 
the other sciences, i.e., the concept 
that the universe, like a wound-up 
clock, is running down. He shows that 
not only has the law of entropy been 
vindicated again and again in every 
science, but scientific workers of the 
day almost invariably assume the law 
in their work, though they do not 
always notice the fact. Most modern 
advances in biology have been based 
on the law of entropy; Dollo’s law, for 
example, that no organ that has dis- 
appeared has ever reappeared, no re- 
duced organ has ever regained its 
original importance. “The more care- 
fully the matter is considered,” writes 
Clark, “the clearer does it become 





that the theory of evolution of highly 
organized organisms from simple ones 
violates the fundamental principle of 
science.” P 

E. H. Betts, whose paper has been 
reprinted in the School Science Re- 
view for February, 1945, shows how 
biologists try to overcome the entropy 
difficulty. He writes, “In this attempt 
at evasion of the full implications of 
the law of entropy, we see evolution 
and entropy in complete opposition. 
The theory of a fortuitous origin of 
the universe is evolution in its quin- 
tessence. Creation by God at some 
date in the past time is, even by the 
grudging admission of evolutionary 
physicists, the working hypothesis we 
are compelled by the law of entropy 
to adopt. Thus, confronted with the 
necessity of admitting creation or 
suggesting an alternative, what is the 
reaction of evolutionary theorists? It 
is this: “Let us make two colossal as- 
sumptions—the eternity of matter 
and the infinity of ‘shuffling,’ and let 
the laws of probablity account for a 
configuration which is grotesquely 
improbable!” It is clear that 
even a cursory comparative survey of 
the logical foundations of evolution 
and entropy, respectively, provides a 
contrast so striking that the rationale 
of evolution is seen to be a condition 
of decrepitude, while entropy is- so 
well founded that to upset it would 
entail a revolution in both thought 
and life.” 

The theory of evolution may be 
likened to a house built upon the 
sand, of which future historians will 
write: “And it fell: and great was the 
fall of it.”
